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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the combination of 
the references, Stewart and Periyannan, teach the limitation of comparing the first URI to transform crieteria to identify a transform, and 
generating a second request based on the transform. The examiner disagrees, the reference Stewart teaches a first URI (Column 6, 
lines 55 - 62), a second URI (Column 4, lines 56 - 66) and a specific transformation to create the second URI (Column 8, lines 54 - 66) 
the only thing Stewart lacks is transform criteria. " The Stewart reference performs the transform on each received URI request to check 
or store the requested item in the cache. Periyanannan teaches an improvement to that concept by teaching a determination on whether 
the request would be able to be cached based on the URI and header (Column 4, lines 59 - 64). If the Stewart is improved by this, 
concept, then there would be an added step of determining whether the URI request is cacheable before any transformation is made. 
This way if its cacheable then the transformation is taken place and the cache is checked. If its not, no transformation takes place. This 
concept meets the limitation of the claims.. 
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
